Sob.:—I ssue of Advance Licences for Cauliflower Seeds [S. No. 36(a)/IVJ for the 
period July-December, 1957. 

No. Z7-I.T.C.(P.N.)/67.—It has been represented to the Government that 
Cauliflower Seeds are sown only once in a year and that also about the month of 
August every year. It has, therefore, been decided to grant advance licences for 
the import of cauliflov.'er seeds for the period July-December, 1957, on the same 
basis as that announced for the period January-June, 1067. 

2. Applications for such licences should be filed so as to reach the office of 
the Import Trade Controller concerned on or before 16th April, 1967. 

3. Licences wUl be Issued with a validity of one year: and the licences already 
Issued for the- period January-June, 1957 with a validity of six months will be 
considered automatically valid for a period of one year from the date of issue.. 

4. It may be added that licences granted in accordance with this Public Notice 
alim will be valid for the Import of “Snow Ball" variety of Cauliflower Seeds only. 

5. It may be added further that as a result of the advance Issue of licences, no 
applications for licences for Cauliflower Seeds will be accepted during July- 
Deoember, 1057.
